NOTE: The proposed amendment to new claims 66-80 requires further search and consideration because said claims 
now drawn to a method of detecting antigen-specific IgE production, which distinct from a method of treatment In claims 38-63. Further, 
claims 67-80 cannot depend from claim 68. For example, claim 67 cannot depend on later claim 68. Further, claim 68 depends on itself. 
Since there are three base ciaims 64-66, it is not clear which one should be the base claim for claims 67-80. 
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
